The letter follows: 


Boca Grande, Mexico, 


March 29, 1916. 


Dear Cousin:— 


Your letter received today. 
It fol- 


lowed me over the border. We left 
Columbus, N. M., Sunday morning and 
hiked to a place called Gibson's Ranch 
a distance of about 15 miles and camp- 
ed'for the night, then we came on to 
this place the next day, a distance of 
22 miles, and I'll tell you, Ted, it 
wasn't any fun either. 
We had to 


hike thru the desert all the clay re- 
gular old alkali dust and maybe we 
were a fine looking bunch when/wo 
arrived here. There wasn't a tree in 
sight all the way, nor any water. We 
had to get atong on one canteen of 
water. They bold nearly a quart. 


Water Is Scarce. 


I filled my canteen, the night before, 


and buried it in the sand and it was 
pretty cool In the morning and by 
using It sparingly on the march, did 
not suffer any Inconvenience to speak 
ot. Some of the fellows draak theirs 
during the first few miles and suffered 
the consequences later. It was a sight 
to sec them making for the water 
when we arrived here. 
Some didn't 


even want to dip it up with their tin 
cups, just rushed into 
the 
stream 


head first. I wanted water 
pretty- 


bad, but I waited until I had cooled 
a little and then drank very little at 
one time.

M A N U R E SHED PREVENTS ENOR- 


MOUS WASTES. 


It has been carefully estimated that 


the value of farm manure wasted in 
the United States annually is $700,- 
000,000. 
Thi» amount would build a 


fleet of 100 dreadnoughts or pave 250,- 
000. miles of highway each year. The 
wheat crop of 1912 was estimated at 
730.000.000 bushels and allowing one 
do'.lar for every bushel of wheat for 
that year it is evi.lent that the waste 
from manure approximately equals the 
value o5 our annual wheat crop. Dean 
Alfred Vivian of the College of Agri- 
culture. Ohio State University. Colum- 
bus, points cut that a manure shed On 
every farm would prevent the manure 
losses to a great extent. Such a struc 
lure need only to have a concrete 
floor and ;• covering which will prev- 
ent rains from leaching the manure as 
it does in the barnyard. 
It should be 


connected with the stables with a lit- 
ter carrier. 
When the manure can- 


no: be hauled ilm-clly to the fields its 
value will remain tho same by stor- 
ing. 
Manure handled in this manner 


has returned r.s high as $.". pi-r ton in 
increased crop yields.
